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THE OLD, OLD STORY OF SPECULATION. 

The cause of Vincen:’s detalcation was un- 
loubtedly speculation. Montgomery has 
been famous for many years for its heavy 
Sper ulators in cotton. Few southern cities 
have handied futures in larger lumpsor more 
constantly than Montgomery. It is said that 
New York brokers make more commissions 
out of this thau any other city. Large 
gums of money. sent to Fred Wolffe, 
amounting to more than $100,000, supposed 
tO be | lealings in cotton, have been traced 
up,and Vincent dealt also it is supposed with 
other cotton houses. It is surmised that he 
may have loaned some, although no evidence 
to that etfect bas been shown.

ficient bond and rejected it. Vincent prom- 
ised to strengthen this new bond, but ab- 
sconded before be did so. Theold bond, it is 
thought, was binding untiia new bond was 
accepted by the governor. But Vincent stole 
the old bond, and the registry book ih which 
the bond was recorded, from the auditor's 
office, and either destroyed them or carried 
them with him. It can be 
shown that ‘the deficit falready  ex- 
isted last September and perhaps before; 
hence it is said: his bondsmen of 1880 can be 
held responsible, since he succeeded h mself 
in office and gave no new bond as required by 
law. [The Alabama law is_ that 
the bond protects the state until the successor 
of the officer bonded is qualified, and that no 
officer can be qualified until he has given a 
bond that-is approved by the governor. As 
the governor refused to approve the new 
boni, the old bond would appear to have 
been still in force. }

THE DEFAULTER’S CAREER. 


Viar-fils Patched Siulland Wern Teeth. 

I. H. Vincent came to Alabama from North 
Carolina in 1862. He settled-in the little 
town of LaFayette.Chambers county, and be- 
come assistant teacher in Harvey’s school. 
He wentinto the army shortly afterwards 
and was desperately wounded in the head ia 
Virginia. It wasthought he was dead. His 
skull was shattered, and a piece of it sbot 
away. The wound was trepannea and a 
silver piece put in bis left forehead 
partially hidden by his hair. 

On returning to LaFayette from the army 
he taught school awhile and then started a 
week'y newspaper He displayed little bril- 
liancy as editor, but in 1874 when Houston 
was elected governor, was appointed corre- 
sponding secretary and moved to Montgom- 
ery. On the death of Mr. Tanner he became 
priyate secretary to Houston, 
of Houston's term (1873) Vincent was elected 
state treasurer. In 1880 he was re-elected, 
and in 1882 was elected for his third term. 
He married Miss Richards, who lived only a 
year and died withont issue. He then mar- 
ried Miss Merritt, of Prattville, by whom he 
1a8 four, children. 

HIS APPEARANCE AND HABITS, 
Vincent is about 5 feet 10 inches high. He

SLOW STATESMEN. 


POOR PROSPECTS OF THE TARIFF 
BILL PASSING. 


The Democrats Confident of Failure—Mr. Carlisle's 
Leadership—Sam Randall Hiding Out Among 
the Scrap-Iron—Emory Speer’s Republi- 
can Friends at Work for Him.

WasuHinoeton, January 31.—To day I have 
talked to twenty-five democratic congress- 
men, and all except four think that no tariff 
bill will be passed this session. The general 
opion among them, however, is that the pres- 
ident wilt not call an extra session. They re- 
gard his conversation on the subject as a 
threat intended to harmonizé the republican 
factions, Several republicans whom I have 
seen declare that some tariff bill must and 
will be passed before the foa:th of March, and 
scout the idea of an extra session. The house 
has been on the bill a week, and has gone 
over nine out of its one  hbundred 


and forty pages. To-day thirty lines was the 
total work; and this slow progress is ali the 
more indicative of a failure to get the bill 
through, asthe chemical schedule now being 
considered is one on which there is compara- 
tively little feeling. Mr. Carlisle bas taken 
the lead of the democrats. Mr. Randall 
seems to be dodging the issue, and will be un- 
easy until the debate is ended. Mr. Ham- 
mond, of Georgia, is one of Mr. Carlisle’s 
right hand men, and is frequently called on 
to represent the minority. 
EMORY'S DEVIOUS DENIAL, ° 

Emory &peer denied emphatically in the 
early part of the session that he had applied 
for the district attorneyship, but some of his 
republican friends are undoubtedly at work 
in his behalf and want him put. into that of- 
fice.

The Centennial Cotton Exposition--Eulogies on the 
Late Congreseman Orth. 


Wasuinoton, January 31.—The committee 


on foreign relations reported favorably, a bill 


to incorporate the maritime canal company, 
with amendments. Tais is the Nicaragua 
canal bill. Mr. Garland called up the bill to 
provide for holding a centennial cotton and 
industrial exposition in 1584, whicn was 
amended so as to provide that the invitations 
to foreign nations to participate in the 
exposition shall be giveu by the board 
instead of the _presi- 
dent of the United States, and passed, 

The president laid before the senate the 
memorials of the boards of health and of 


‘trade and municipal authorities in Georgia, 


Florida and South Caroling, prayipyg for the 
permanent establishment of the full equip- 
ment of a national quarantine at Blackweli’s 
island, Sapelo sound. The senate then took 
up the tariff bill and resumed consideration 
of the sugar schedule. Mr. Kellogg said he 
had taken the troubie to examine the petition 
presented sv freely withgn the past ten days for 
a reduction of the duty on sugar, and had found 
that, though purporting to come from several 
different states, they were all in the same 
language, and the leading signers were sugar 
dealers. Seyeral amendments were rejected. 
The discussion of the sugar tariff continued 
till 4 o'clock, with affirmative action. At 
that time legislative business was suspended, 
and the remainder of the day was devoted 
to eulogies on the iate Congressman Orth, of 
Indiana. 
EULOGIES IN THE HOUSE. 

WasuinoTton, January 31.—in the house,on 
motion of Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, the sen-

house joint resolution making an appropria- 
tion for continuing the work of the tenth 
census. The house, at 11:15, went into com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Burrows, of Michi- 
van, in the chair, on the tariff bill.

BECK’S ARGUMENT, 


The Kentucky Senator Adopts a Novel Method for 
Spreading His Views, 

WaSsHINGTON, January 31.—‘‘Beck’s gota 
hardware shop in thers,” said a southern 
senator to me this morning, pointing over his 
shoulder to the senate dour, which had just 
been closed bebind him. I investigated: it 
was a fact. The Kentucky senator had 
around his desk tin buckets, galvanized tin 
buckets, steel chains, tin dippers, galvanized 
tin dippers, sieel forks, tin cups and plates, 
and galvanized tin cups and plates, 
apd much other stuff too numerous to men- 
tion.

AUTOMATIC TELEGRAPHY. 

Wasuinoton, January 31.—Mr. Walter P. 
Phillips, whose system, of steno-telegraphy 
has just been adopted by the Mutual Union 
Telegraph company, and which has been 
successfully employed on the leased lines of 
the Chicago Inter Ocean for the past year, 
is rapidly perfecting an automatic system, 
by which, in a test made Saturday over 500 
miles of wire, most marvelous results were 
achieved. Messages were sent through a loop 
passing through Washington, Pa., and re- 
ceived at the office here as clearly and quickly 
as if sent from the one instrument to the other 
without the intervening distances. Mr. Phil- 
lips aims to avoid the perforation of the slips, 
an element of decided objection in the nu- 
merous automatic systems which have thus 
far been tried here and in England, He 
transmits from a matrix prepared upon paper 
slips'by a Morse operator with an ordinary 
key. This strip is then run through a clock- 
work arrangement at any desired rate of 
speed, the result being taken at any station 
with the same inked apparatus used in 
steno-telegraphing. The test made Saturday 
was witnessed by several expert operators and 
electricians. It was made under the super- 
vision of Mr. E. A. Leslie, superintendent of 
the Mutual Union. A rate of 200 words per

PLON-PLON’S PLEA. 


THE TEXT OF HIS MANIFESTO TO 
THE FRENCH P&OPLE. 


The Incapacity of ‘the Prentice Rulers of the Repute- 
lie~The Insecurity of the Magietraey, the Per- 
sccution of the Church, and the Decay of 
Commerce—Object of the Manifesto. 


New York, January 31.—The Courigr des 
Etats Unis has received a copy of the recent 
manifesto of Prince Napoleon which stirred 
up so much excitement in France and was 
the cause of the arrest and imprisonment of 
the author. Following is a translation: . 

Panis, January 1, 1883.—To my fellow citizens: 
France languishes. Some of those who suffer have 
been stirring. The great majority of the nation 
are disgusted. Without confidence in the present, 
they seem to await a future that they will only be 
able to obtain by avirileresolution. The executive 
power is enfeebled, incapable, and incompetent, 
The chambers are without direction and wi:hout 
will. The partyin power sets at naught its own 
principles, only seeking to satisf th: least 
noble of passions, The parliament is split 


up into 4 countless number of 
fragments. Reactionists, moderates, radicals have 
in turn taken the government. All have been 
wrecked. You have been promised a republic 
which should build up and reform. A lying 
promise that! You see continual crises which in- 
volve the chief of the state, the ministers and the 
chambers. The experience of the parliamentary 
republic carried through twelve years is complete. 
You have no government. The evil is in 
the constitution, which gives over the country 
to the discretion of 800 senators and deputies. 
Faults have been committed in the past. Why 
aggravate them instead of taking warnings from 
them? The army, the foundxtion of our greatness 
and of our security, is in the hands of incompetent 
men, For two years they have been discussing its 
reorganization, andare now forceed—after blunders 
which ruin the military spirit—to find a new law 
of recruiting. The administration is discredited. 
the officials are the slaves of the paltriest partisan 
interests. To make the most for one's self out of 
the country is not to govern it. 
"HE MAGISTRACY. 

The magistrates are mauacled in the very fibre of 
theiriudependence. They seem to lose day by day 
with the security to whi-h they are entitled loyalty 
totheir duties. our finances are shaken. The 
taxes, heavy andgbadly distributed, are kept up in 
a fatal spiritof routine which puts a bar to all 
progress. itis, in fact, much ea-ier to borrow than 
to reform. The expenditures are increased with- 
out justcause. The most elementary conditions 
of the public credit are ignored. Steck jobbing, 
which often owes its impurity to the com promising 
nature of its ramifications, has overrun all classes 
of society. The floating debt is swollen toa sum 
which threatens our creditat the first shock. In 
spite of the enormous taxes the budget shows a de- 
ficiency. ! 
RELIGION, 

Religion, attacked by a persecnting atheism, is 
not protected. And nevertheless this great interest 
of all civilized socieiy is easier to guard than any 
other, by fidelity to the concordat which alone caa 
give us rsiligious peace. Social questions, vital to 
our democracy, wherein political equality ought to 
secure a better distribution of burdens to the 
advantage of the most numerous and poorest class 
of our people, are disregarded. Kven the study ef 
them is despised. In the tace of the probleos 
which are in our path we do not adyance—we go 
backward. 

COMMERCE. 

@ur commerce is attacked by giving np the trea- 
ties of 1860, to which we owe our prosperity, and the 
interests of consumers and the commercial classess 
are alike sacrificed. Our foreign policy is one of 
bad faith withthe feeble. itis at the service of 
private speculationsin Tunis. The costly oceupa- 
tion of that country is without profit. Our policy is 
cowardly aud idiotic as to Egypt, where the inter- 
ests of France are important. Yecaunot reviwe- our 


reiations withother couiiries without a feeling of 


profound sadness. Our France, but just now so 
‘reat, has tO day neiteer friends nor p estige. 
{ven among Well-disposed natiousshe meets an in- 
difference more peiuful than hostility, and never- 
theless a stroug Frarce must have a place in the 
world. Weshall regain our position abroad only 
by petting things rightat home. ‘This situation of 
affdirs is causea by the abandonment of the prin- 
ciple of uatio.zal sovereignty. So long as th people 
do not speak France wilt never lift up her bead, 
HEIR OF THE NAME. 

Heirof Napoleon I, and Napoleon UI., I am the 
only man living whose name has secured 7,300,000 
votes. Since the death of the «mperor’s son I have 
kept silence in regard to the policy of the state, not 
wishing to interfere with the developments which 
were under way, I have been waiting in sadness 
for the time when the course of events should cali 
forme. My silence was only the patriotic express- 
ion of my respect for the repose of the country. 
My conduct, my opinions, my sentiments have 
been systematically traduced. Utnmoved, | have 
only replied by contempt to those who have gone 
so faras 'o attempt toset sons against their father. 
Efforts odious aud Darren! I have felt it aeduty to 
impose silence » pon the young hearts revolted by 
such instigations. 1 have preferred to be a:one in 
the face of ouradversaries. My sous have been as 
yet strangers to politigs The natural order desig- 
uates their place asaftermine And they will re- 
main faithful to the true Napoleonic traditions, 

Abdication has been spoken of, but it will not 
take place. When a man has more duties than 
rights, abdivation is desertion. Such an attitude, 
such recogyition of mutual obligations, would be 
becoming to the princes who think that they bave 
rights superior to the willof the people. ‘The Na 
poleons, the chosen of the people whom taey serve, 
would not conduct themselves like those princes. 

TWO PRINCIPLES, 

Two principles divide the world. One atmitsa 
right superior to the will of the people. The other 
puts the source of all power in that sovereignty. 1 
respect the country Where these two. principles 
are vot allowed two couflict. In France itis not so. 
The representatives of the past have made it impos- 
sible There is nothing doubtful in their attitude. 
No union with the partisans of the white flag, th» 
only emblem of the house of Bourbon, is possible. If 
there ure differences among the supporters of na- 
tional suvereignty, there is no absolute antagonism 
among them. The Napoleons defend the direct 
sovereignty of the people. That principle has been 
abandoned bya great many republicans, solely be- 
cause of theirfear of popular votes. That whicha 
plebiscite established a new plebiscite alone can 
restore. 

WHAT HE REPRESENTS, 

Ido not represent a party, but a cause and a 
principle. The cause is that of al:ratherthan my 
own. ‘The priociple is that of the right of the peo- 
ple to name theirchief. To deny that right is to 
attack the patioual sovereignty the goveriument is 
giving to day, but a great democracy such as ours is 
can net long escape from the necessity of establisn- 
ing authority. The people feel that. They have 
proven itin the eight plebisci es of 1800, 1502, 1504, 
1815, 1848, 1851, 1852 and 1872. 

Frenchmen ,remember the words of Napoleon the 
First: ‘Ail that is done without the people is ille- 
gitimate.”’ NAPOLEON.

When about four miles 
from where it left the coaches the 
engine was struck by a snow slide, was 
ditched, and is now under about twenty feet 
of snow The wrecking engine which left 
this morning could not get nearer than two 
miles, and returned to-night for provisions fer 
the starving passengers.

THE WHIPPING POST. 


A Wife-Beater in Baltimore Given Seven Lashes on 
the Bare Back. 

Bautrmore, Md., January 31.—A negro wife 
beater, named Charles Foote was recently 
convicted of brutally beating his wife, and 
accordingly received seven lashes on his bare 
back to-day inthe jail yard. he being the 
first victim of the whipping post since the 
revival of this mode of punishing wife-beaters 
in Maryland.

COTTON SEED MEAL. 


Major Moses on the Subject of Cotton Seed asa Fertill- 
zer—Facta for the Farmer’s Consideration, 
From the Columbus, Ga., Sup. 

As the time is approaching for the making 
of composts, and also for applying manures 
directly to the crops, and as outside of lot 
manure the principal dependence of farmers 
is upon the surplus cotton seed of their crops, 
which is most economically apptied in com- 
posts, but is used largely alone, especially to 
corn. ‘These being facts, it is all important to 
the farmer to know whether it is most 
econumical to use his cotton seed, or to sel! 
his seed and buy the cotton seed meal and 
ashes. 

To determine the ny page J of which to use 
the mes! and ashes or the seed, all we want 
to know is which is cheapest, and to deter- 
mine which is cheapest we must know in 
which shape the same amount of money will 
produce the largest results. To know this 
we must determine what itis in cotton seed 
that imparts tothe plant its productive pow- 
er. itis accurately determined by chemical 
analysis that the oil is of no_ yalue 
to agriculture—on the contrary, that 
it. retards the decomposition, which 
must necessarially take place before it can be 
assimulated as plant food, while the mea! 
divested of the-oil is taken up at once and 
expends its whole force on a singlecrop. The 
seed in ifs natural state does not entirely ex- 
haust itself in one season, but whether it 
takes one or three years to exhaust itself, it 
can never give out to the plant any more 
plant food than all that it contains; 
and as cotton seed meal does this 
in asingle season, and as the larmer wants 
quick returns the difference between the meal 
und the seed is exactly the difference between 
a good non-interest bearing debt that you 
can collect ail at once, and one that you can 
on'y collect by instaiiments. In this respect 
iben, the meal has decidedly the advantage. 

Now as to the relative cost. A ton of seed, 
66 bushels, produces 700 peunds of meal and 
35 pounds of ashes. I get these facts from 
experiments reported in agricultural chem- 
istry, knowing nothing of chemistry myself. 
We can buy from the mill,

$1.10 per hundred #7.70—$22.00 per ton

and when we buy this we get all of the ma- 
nurial properties contained in one ton of cot- 
ton seed, and as I have said before, it is more 
available in the shape of meal than in its 
natural condition, ;

issaved to the farmer in every sixty-six 
bushels of seed that he can spare for mauure, 
by selling the seed and buying its product in 
mealand ashes. The oil company have no 
idea that I am writing this articie, I have 
never exchanged an idea with them on the 
subject, and | write itin the interest both of 
the farmers and the mill. The mill wants 
the seed and wants to sell the meal, 
apd the farmer ought to want to make the 
exchange, for he saves $3 56 on every sixty- 
six bushe!s of seed and gets his manure in a 
more soluble shape. Tis amount on every 
ton of cotton seed used in Muscogee county 
would materially help to buy the rations 
which we ought to raive, but don't.

Hall, J.—1. The act of December 22, 1839, 

(Cobb’s Dig., 38), fixed rates for the wharfage 

of vessels,tor the landing of produce and goods, 

and for the shipping of the same, and the 
storage thereol, and gave to the owners or oc- 
cupiers of such wharves the right to charge 
the rates thereby fixed, and no more. Where, 
under the port regulations of Savannah, two 
vessels were allowed to tie abreast at a wharf, 
and, for the sake of convenience in trans- 
shipment, the cargo was net actuaily 
landed upon the wharfand then re-shipped 
to the second vessel, but was carried directly 
from one to the other, it being the unvarying 
interpretation Lhat such trans-shipments in- 
cluded botn Janding and shipping, tue“wharf 
owner would bave the rigut to charge the 
rates allowed for landing and shipping, in 
the absence of any contract to the coulrary.

(a). In an action for false imprisonment, 
a plea Which alleged thai the 
plainiuiff was at he time one of ‘the 
defendant's servants, and with others had 
the goods stolen on the vessel 
when the lirceny was committed; that he 
and his assvuciates alune could have been 
guilty of the theft; and which particularized 
all the circumstauces which give the defend- 
ant reasunabdle and provavie grounds to sus-

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‘The New York Herald has been looking in- 
to the statisticsof the question, and prints 
some very interesting figures which havea 
bearing upon the wages argument of the mo- 
nopolists. The general annual average per 
capita of wages in all the manu- 
facturing establishments of the United Btates 
is $346.08. The most heavily protected in- 
dustries, wool, cotton and silk, pay an aver- 
age of twenty-five per cent less than this piti- 
fulsum. The Herald gives the figures—wool, 
$293.05; silk, $264.49; and cotton, $249.17. 
There are 367,982 operatives employed in 
these industries, and the annual average 
wage, per capita, is $265.89. Since 1870 there 
has been a decline in wages of nearly nine per 
cent. 

The Herald goes further in the investiga- 
tion. Even the pittance of $265.89, the aver- 
-age annual wage of nearly four hundred 
thousand cotton, wool and silk operatives, 1s 
worth less than its face on account of the very 
protection legislation that has red uced wages to 
that figure. The average duty on twenty 
three articles in common use, including 
cotton, wool, leather, glass, l:nen, 
iron and _ steel, paper and _ books, 
rice, sugar, etc , is thirty-eight per cent. This, 
as the Herald shows, means that the laboring 
man must pay a higher price by thirty-eight 
per cent, whenever he buys such articles for 
the use of his family. Average this increased 
price at twenty-five per cent, in order to be 
wholly within the facts, and it is easy to cal- 


salt. 


culate what tax the American laborer 
has to pay to those who 
émploy him. This tax comes out 


of his pocket, and isa continued drain upon 
his wages. The dollar that they earn, is de- 
preciated by twenty-five cents, and this twen- 
ty five cents goes to further enrich the men 


who pretend that their business is conducted 
in the interest of the laboring men.

A HAUNTED JAIL, 

The jail in Sussex county, N. J., is said to be 
haunted. in this place the alleged ghost, however, 
coufines himself to one cell.

Phe 
preseut occupants of the cell are two chicken 
thieves, and they are the only prisoners whe have 
not been sesiously annoyed. They declare that 
they hear walking at night, but that it does not dis 
tur them. 

A HAUNTED HOUSE.

Thoroughly frightened the girl ran to her 
mistress and Urvathiessly told her what had hap 
pened. While she was talkivg all the beils in the 


house were rung four or iive Umes in rapid succes~ 
sion. The jauitor attempted to light the gas in the 
ball, but it was blown out as fastas he ceuld light 
it. The hall chairs and the mats were thrown 
about by invisible hands, the bells were rung in 
rapid succession, and there wees a 
xeneral row all through the house 
for nearly a balfan hour. The servants were terri 
fied and many ceclared thatthey would not sleep 
in the house. Many of the ladies were badly fright- 
ened, though after the gentiemen came home they 
became reassured, except the one before spoken cf. 
A sharp watch was kept during a porthen of the 
time. The bells were ringing, but uo one could be 
detected, neither was any one found in the hall. 
It was stated to-day that one of the occupants of 
the house isamedium. The owner of the property 
informed her that if any more ghosts annoyed the 
other occu pants of the house she must fiud quar- 
ters elsewhere. She declared in the most solemn 
manner that she had nothing to do with the mani. 
fesiations, kuew nothing about them, and, in fact, 
was attending a wedding at the time specitied. 
Every precaution has been taken to keep the oecur- 
rence secret fur fear of creating a panic or injuring 
the property, for some who have heard the stury be- 
lieve the house is really haunted and preparations 
for keeping acareful watch to-night have been 
made, 
A GHOST IN A NEW YORK FLAT. 

‘““T want you to devote to-morrow to looking up 
other apartments; I won’tstay in this house another 
day—where tnere’s ‘‘ghosts,’’ was the greeting a 
loving and tired husband and father received upon 
reaching his home in one of the new flats in One 
Hundred and sixteenth street, according to the 
New York Tribune. The husband pleaded for an 
explanation, but had reason to regret his non-sub- 


mission. She continued: “‘It’sno use talking to 
me; don’t attempt to dictate to me; I tell you 
i won’t listen to it. I’m going tomeve whether 
you doer not. I tell you the house is haunted, and 
i’m going to pack up to-night and move to-morrow. 
Why, the children have been erying all the after- 
noou; mother is frightened until she’s pearly dead, 
and as for me—I tell you I'm going tomove. If 
you don’t believe what itell you, go up-stairs and 
ask the folks on the next flat.’””’ The husband did 
so. He found that the determination to move out 
at once was epidemic, and there p omised to be an 
empty house on the landiord’s hand the next day. 

lt appears that Thursday last all the people in 
the house were s artied by a loud rumbling sound, 
fullowed by vibrations of the chandeliers and rat 
tling of the globes. ‘these disturbances began 
about 2 o'elock in the afternoon and continued at 
i:regular intervals until dark, There was scarcely 
any sleep for anybody in the house that night, bat 
the women were finally induced to forego moving 
another day. Whenthe husbands returned home 
Friday night the women and children were all as- 
sembied in ihe upper part of the house, some cry- 
ing and others talking incoherently, with ashen 
countenances aod colorless lips. the manifesta- 
tious had occurred the second time. ‘lhere was 
more certainty than before that the house was 
haunted, and a strong determination to remove 
without delay was manifest. ‘The men tried to 
reason with their wives, children and mother-in- 
laws,but to no purpose. They had reached a point 
beyond reason, 

It was finally agreed that one of the men should 
remain at home tne following day and take notes. 
As he was engaged in writing sag@irday he was star- 
tled by a report like that of a cannon, followed by 
rumbiings like those head in a bowling alley; 
these were rxccompanied by the swinging of the 
chandeliers and the jingling of the globes. Fifteen 
minutes afterward another manifestation occurred 
which made his blood runcold. It was followed 
by the,tumblivg of one of the glass globes upon 
the table in front of him, where it broke inwwa 
hundred pieces. 

_On Sunday and Monday the same disturbances 
occurred with undiminished violence. 

The inmates of one of the flats were again ap- 
prised yesterday afternoon that the ‘‘ghosts’’ were 
notin any hurry to depart. The loud reports as 
from a cannon, the rumbling as of a bowling ane 
and the vibrations of the chandeliers were hear 
and seen as dis‘iuctiy as on Thursday last, aod 
though they caused a shudder and achiil in those 
who witnessed these disturbances, they were pre- 
pared partly to defeat the plans of the ‘‘ghosts.”’ 
iwo flatirons were tied to a long string and sus- 
pended from the chandelier nearly to the fluor, 
This prevented the chandelier from shaking, but 
the same noises were heard. One remarkabie iact 
is that while the confusion startled the whole house 
from cellar to roof, the noises seemed to be confined 
to one particular floor.

No 
officers to be paid beyond the amount spent in 
clerk hire, and generally the outlook for the ladies 
is avery rosy one totheir eyes. Mrs, President 
Phelps says: “All the old and high priced insur 
ance companies in the full tide of prosperity dis- 
criminate very unfavorably against womeu, and 
none of them will insure them on the terms which 
they willingly offer to and urge upon men, rates 
and excluding clauses’ bath being higherand more 
exacting, while statistics show the death raie nearly 
equal, hence we started the present company.’’

ANOTHER PLAGUE APPEARS. 


Philadelphia Threateved with a Visit frem the Sibe- 
rian Show Fica. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 51.—About three 
months ago there arrived in this city a box, 
which, on being opened, apparently contained 
about a pintof snow. A note which accom- 
panied it stated that the ccntents had been 
collected from the deck of the British steam 
ship Glenchester during a snow-squall off the 
banks of Newfoundland, whie on 4 voyage 
from Hull to Montreal, and that the captain, 
Edwin Manpoing.’ bad been advised to 
forward the specimens to the academy to 
be investigated. The matter was kept quiet, 
and only within the last day or so has the re- 
sult become public. The examination of the 
snowy-looking stuil under the microscope at 
once disclosed the fact that it was composed 
of thousands of very minute insects, covered 
with silvery scales, and nearly all in a vigor- 
ous state of health. A searching investiga- 
tion was at once set on foot, and strict secrecy 
enjoined on all concerned, and it was soon 
proved beyend a doubt that the insects were 
no less than the dreaded snow fleas of eastern 
Siberia, which have never before been found 
in any part of the world more than afew bhun- 
dred miles from that country. 
A well-known professor of natural 
history, who formed one of the investigating 
committee, said yesterday: ‘The first speci- 
mens we received were sent from Montreal 
by ashipmaster named Manning, who discov- 
ered them on the ship's deck on the Atlantic 
ocean, but we have found large quantities of 
them about the city during and after all the 
snowstorms of this season.

of leaping, it does so by means of 
its tail, and not as the flea does— 


with its legs.. The leap,in the Case of the 
snow-flea, is performed by doubling the tail 
up under the abdomen and suddenty throw: 
ing it backward, which results in a forward 
movement of the body—in fact, itis from 
this characteristic that the name ‘Springtali!s”’ 
is derived. They are very tenacious of life, 
and breed very rapidly, especially where the 
weather is cold and dry, damp weather seem- 
ing to throw them into a stupor. In eastern 
Siberia the people have to use every precau- 
tion against the pests, and many legends speak 
of them as the “snow of Hades,” and say that 
the souls of the wicked are being tortured by 
being exposed to driving storms of them. 
‘*As yet,”’ continued the professer, ‘we have 
found but few cases in this city where people 
seem to have been sufferers from the insects, 
but should a speil of cold, dry weather set in 
it will unquestionably to be the signal for 
much complaint, The insects, which can 
only by the closest scrutiny be distinguished 
from fine snow, fasten to the clothes of the
